certain sturdy type of negroes," Intl 
mated that association with such 
white people -was not to his taste, de- 
clared that he had nothing whatever 
to do with them, and that he stayed 
in Cartaret solely because he could 
make more money. Another respect- 
able negro is quoted as saying before 
the Cartaret riot that "the morals ol 
ray people simply will not stand up 
under the conditions which they 
sometimes have to face in industrial 
towns of the North." Dlzon MerrlU'k 
Interpretation ot the meaning of thii 
utterance I* that sooner or later the 
better class negroes in Northern in- 
dustrial towne -'will very likely fal) 
to tbe level of tbe loweat-claaa 
whites."

cause it Is often overlooked that there 
'are higher and lower levels among 
negroes as -well as among whites.

The foods 
containing this in greatest abund- 
ance were two eggs In egg cups, "a I 
bottle ot milk, and some spinach on 
a plate. 


Second was Vitamin B. which has 


tbe power of helping the digestive 
apparatus to more thoroughly mix 
foods, 
and absorb them into lite 


blood. The foods shown as contain- 
ing this vitamin to a large degree 
were lettuce, a loaf of whole wheat 
bread, a plateful ot nuts and green 
peas, and a pile of yeast cakes. 


Under C. there were oranges, let- 


tuce, tomatoes and milk. 
This la 


the vitamin which prevents scurvy. 


Under D, necessary for the proper 


development of bone, was cod liver 
oil. 
This very valuable food, cod 


liver oil. may be obtained in a con- 
centrated tablet form, which mixed 
with sugar, can be used Just where 
it Is needed most, that is with chil- 
dren, who naturally find the cod 
liver oil rather hard to take. 


Foods can be good foods without 


vitamins and these were likewise 
shown. They were white bread, veg- 
etables oils, and purified sugars. It 
your taste inclines toward these lat- 
ter foods, don't feel that you musn't 
eat them because they have no nour- 
ishment or that they are harmful. 
The lesson it simply that you are 
able to live and have surplus energy 
by means of the food that you eat. 


Our chemist In closing hit lecture 


stated that "the remedy against 
dally tlredaow. particularly in the 
spring, la to eat all the year round a 
liberal allowance of milk, green veg- 
etables and fruit. Eggs and meat It 
you work hard physically."

Winnetd Scott, accompanied by Cap- 
tain Perry, who had charge of the 
boats. He and Scott both leaped in- 
to the water at the head of the flret 
division of the troopa, and. In the 
face of a galling flre and gleaming 
bayonets, they ascended the bank. 


This disembarkation and the skil- 


ful management ot the fleet waa aa 
conspicuous here as at York. The 
hot flre of the vessels made It im- 
possible (or the enemy's troops to 
make an effectual opposition to the 
landing, and his batteries were soon 
silenced. 


The other troops followed and all 


were led to the assault with great 
gallantry by Colonel Scott. 


General Vincent waa soon satisfied 


that he must retreat, and knowing 
Fort George to be untenable, order- 
ed the garrison to aptke the guns, 
destroy tbe ammunition, and aban 
don It. This was done, and the 
whole British force retreated weat- 
wufd to a strong position among the 
hills, at a place called "The Bearet 
Dams." about eighteen miles from 
the Niagara River.

After Barnes had conferred with

Barnes building for 1110,000, pay- 
Ing 12(0,000 la cash while Barnes 
took the Geological Rail at fSOO,. 
000.When this deal bad been made it 
developed that tb* officials ot the 
State Department of Farms and 
Markets were strongly opposed to 
moving out of th* old Geological 
Hall, in fact they put up such a 
"kick" that Colonel Greene decidedi 
he could not have the Farms aril' 
Markets Department moved to th.e 
Journal building. It was then de- 
cided that the farms and Markets 
Department would remain In their 
present borne btt that they would 
have to pay Barnes a good rent for 
the building th* ttat* formerly had 
owned. 
And then Just when he thought he 


had the matter all settled 
Colonel 


Greene found he had something else 
to think about. 
For several years tb* Department 


ct Public Works ba* been located at 
55 Lancaster street, whose owner 
had hired an attorney and served 
notice on the state that be intended 
to hold the state to tb* lease tor the 
remainder of tbe year, which totals 
something like $6,000. 


So It developed that after Colonel 


Greene has moved bis office Into the 
Barnes building, the state will be 
paying rent on a vacant offlce in 
Lancaster street and also for t,he old 
Geological Hall where th* Farms and 
Markets Department ha* been locat- 
ed for many years. 


Republican opponents of Colonel 


Greene are saying be ought to stick 
to road building and not go Into the 
building business.
